A Saturday visit to the just-opened 
Newman Money Museum in St. Louis 
chanced to find its namesake, Eric P. 
Newman, present, along with another 
fellow who recently had a money muse- 
um named after him, Edward C. 
Rochette. 

Newman was pleased to show off the 
freshly completed, 3,000-square-foot 
museum, which was formally dedicated 
Oct. 25. 

Seated at a table amid book-laden 
shelves in a wood-paneled, Victorian- 
style library complete with Wooten mail 
desk and rail-mounted rolling ladder to 
access upper levels, Newman beamed as 
he discussed the museum.

ANA bylaw proposals feedback sought 


The member-elected American 
Numismatic Association presidency 
would be terminated under changes to 
the bylaws of the American Numismatic 
Association being recommended by a 
task force chaired by Gov. Remy 
Bourne. Areas of recommended change, 
though not actual bylaws language, have 
been posted online at the ANA Web site, 
www.money.org. Member feedback is 
being sought online. 

Changing the name of the president 


to chairman and the vice president as 
vice chairman and having other board 
members choose them instead being 
elected by the membership are among 
the most important modifications to the 
structure of the board of governors. 

Others changes would include adop- 
tion of three-year staggered terms so 
that board members would not all be up 
for re-election at once and a reduction in 
the years that a board member can serve 
from the current 10 to 9 years. 


In addition to giving the board of 
governors the power to select the chair- 
man and vice chairman, it would also 
get the power to name a board treasurer 
from among their number. 

Creation of a nominating committee 
to select persons to run for the board and 
not requiring them to go through the 
club and individual nominations process 
is also recommended. The rationale is to

Noe gets 18-year jail sentence 


Convicted coin dealer Tom Noe was 

asitenced omer 20 a ae years in state 

for stealing from the $50 milli 
rare-coin fund he administered as an 
mvestment for the Ohio Bureau of 
Workers’ Compensation. 

Ten years of that sentence is manda- 
tory, meaning there is no chance of 
parole before that time, and is in addi- 
tion to the 27 months “he is currently 
serving in federal prison for illegal cam- 
paign contributions. 

Noe was also fined $213,000 in 
Lucas County Court in Toledo and 
ordered to pay the cost of the prosecu- 
tion, estimated at nearly $3 million, and 


restitution to the bureau. A prosecutor 
told Judge Thomas Osowik that the 
grand total of Noe’s theft amounts to 
more than $13 million. ‘ 

Noe was convicted Nov. 13 on 29 
charges that included theft, forgery, 
money laundering, tampering with 
records and engaging in a pattern of cor- 
rupt activity. 

Lucas County Prosecutor Juli 
said that Noe rejected a plea eo 
nine months ago. In that proposed deal 


-he would have received 10 years in 


prison with the chance of early parole if 


he cooperated with authorities. Noe 
declined.
